To either of the Constables of the Town of Franklin in the County 
of Norfolk. Greetings: 


You are hereby required in the name of the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts to notify and warn the qualified voters of the said 
Town of Franklin to assemble in the High School on Tuesday, the 
Eleventh day of February, A.D., 1958, it being the second Tuesday of 
February at six o’clock in the forenoon and remain in session until 
eight o’clock in the evening then and there to act on the following 
articles, viz: 


Article 1. To choose by ballot the following Town Officers, viz: 
A Moderator, A Town Treasurer, A Town Auditor, A Collector of 
Taxes, Three Selectmen, Three Members of the Board of Public Wel- 
fare and Three Constables, all for the term of one year; One member 
of the Board of Assessors, One member of the Board of Public Works, 
One member of the Board of Public Health and One member of the 
School Committee, all for the term of three years; One member of the 
Town Planning Board and One member of the Franklin Housing 
Authority, both for the term of five years. 


Also on the same ballot to vote on the following question: 


Question 


“Shall the Town of Franklin accept the provisions of section 
ninety-seven A of chapter forty-one of the General Laws, pro- 
viding for the establishment of a police department under the 
supervision of an officer to be known as the chief of police?”

Article 2. To choose all other necessary Town officers. 


Article 3. To hear a report of the Town Officers and Committees 
and act thereon. 


Article 4. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money, from 
time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the financial year, be- 
ginning January 1, 1958, and to issue a note or notes therefore payable 
within one year and to renew any note or notes as may be given for a 
period of less than one year, in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44 
of the General Laws. 


Article 5. To see what sum of money the town will raise and 
appropriate for the following purposes, to wit: 


1. For general government, including the Compensation and ex-

2. For Protection of Persons and Property, including the payment 
of Police, Bicycle Registration, Support of Fire Department, Sealing of 
Weights and Measures and for Prevention and Suppression of Forest 
Fires. 


3. For Health and Sanitation, including expenses of the Board of 
Health, Inspection of Animals, Inspection of Meats and Provisions and 
Inspection of School Children. 


4. For Highways and Bridges, including construction and repair 
of Roads, Bridges, Sidewalks, Street Lighting, Surface Treatment, 
Snow Removal, and all other Highway Expenses. Also for the Union 
Street and City Mills Cemeteries, Street Lines and Traffic Signals, 
Maintenance of the Playground, Care of the Common and the Swim- 
ming Pool, Extermination of Gypsy Moth, Elm Beetle, Dutch Elm, and 
Care of Shade Trees. Also, for the Construction and Maintenance of 
Sewers and Sewer Beds and for the Maintenance and Operation of the 
Water Department. Also, for the administration of the Board of Public 
Works and Maintenance of the Public Works Building. 


5. For Public Welfare, Welfare Administration and Welfare As- 
sistance. 


6. For Veterans’ Center and Benefits, including Soldiers’ Burials. 
7. For Education, including all expenses of the School Committee. 
8. For the Franklin Public Library. 


9. For unclassified accounts, including Ambulance Maintenance, 
Civil Defense, the Decoration of Soldiers’ Graves, Printing and Distri- 
bution of the Town Reports, for the Town’s share of cost of Mainten- 
ance of Norfolk County Retirement System, Foreclosure of Tax Liens, 
the various Insurance Accounts, including Fire Insurance, Fleet Fire 
and Theft, Fleet Liability and Property Damage, Workmen‘s Compen- 
sation, Group Life and Hospitalization, and also for Rent of Quarters 
for the Veterans and Foreign Wars and Disabled American Veterans. 
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10. For the Payment of Interest on Town Debts. 
11. For the Payment of Municipal Indebtedness. 


Article 6. To see if the Town will vote to use the interest of the 
Helen A. Ward Fund, amounting to Three Dollars ($3.00) for the care 
of the Ward Cemetery Lot at the City Mills Cemetery, to be expended 
under the direction of the Selectmen, or do anything relating thereto. 


(By Selectmen) 


Article 7. To see if the Town will vote to use the interest of the 
Lucretia Pond Fund, amounting to Thirty Dollars ($30.00) for the care 
of Town Cemeteries to be expended under the direction of the Select- 
men, or do anything relating thereto. (By Selectmen)

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REPORT OF THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


_ The Fire Department responded to 22 regular alarms or box 
calls. We also had a total of 39 calls for small chimney fires and auto- 
mobile fires. In addition, there were seven emergency resuscitator 
calls, two mutual-aid calls to Medway, one mutual-aid call to Wren- 
tham and one to Walpole. 


During the year there were 27 calls to move hospital beds from 
the fire station to individual homes, and also many calls were made 
to move patients upon calls made by the doctors and nurses in the 
town. 


The year 1957 being a very dry year, there was a great demand 
for water by people whose wells went dry. We made 161 trips and 
handled 94,600 gallons of water. The labor for this work was furnished 
by the fire department members at no cost to the town or to the 
person who received the water. 


The past year we removed the old fire alarm cable on West and 
East Streets, and also the one on Church Avenue. In its place we put 
up new copper wires and cross arms to take the place of the old 
cable which was nearly 28 years old. This will tend to eliminate the 
trouble we have been having with the old cable. We hope to replace 
more of these old cables in other parts of the town during the coming 
year. 


In the fire station we replaced old cast iron water pipes with 
copper tubing to take care of water leaks. We also replaced two sets 
of fire alarm batteries that were ten years old and hope to replace 
two more sets this coming year. 


For the year 1958 we are asking for an increase of $1850 over 
1957 to cover salary increases, fire alarm expenses, truck repairs, and 
the increased cost and use of gasoline and telephone. 


For the year 1958 I reeommend $29,359.

REPORT OF CIVIL DEFENSE 1957 


Your local Civil Defense is organized as follows: 


During the year 1957 under Acts of 1950, Chapter 639, as amended, 
Section 20: “It shall be the duty of the members of, and each and 
every officer, agent and employee of every political subdivision of 
this Commonwealth and of each member of all other government 
bodies, agencies and authorities of any nature whatsoever fully to 
cooperate with ... the Director of Civil Defense in all matters affect- 
ing Civil Defense.” 


The C. D. Control Center was bui't in the basement of the Town 
Hall, wired for emergency purposes, equipped with a communicator 
for contacts with all Sector 3B towns, and operated by (RACES) 
Radio Amateurs Civil Emergency Service, volunteering many hun- 
dreds of hours during the fire emergency of last May. 


State wide Pre-Alerts of May 24, 25, 26 were made with the co- 
operation of town industries blowing alert whistles with the Fire Dept. 


In addition, twice monthly contacts were exercised by radio with 
Sector 3B headquarters and other towns. 


Chief of Police, Arthur Pellegri resigned as Deputy Director. 
Edward L. Faber was appointed to replace him. 


An Auxiliary police force of 65 officers and men is maintained 
to control panic, direct traffic, take part in rescue work for missing 
persons, covering areas on prison breaks for escaped convicts. These 
men have given thousands of hours of meritorious service. 


The Ground Observer Corps observing in the fire station tower 
in Franklin reported all multi-motor aircrafts in the air under the 
Direction of Post Supervisor, Mrs. Mary Wrenne of Franklin and 
Assistant Post Supervisor, Mary Downey of West Medway. With the 
Franklin and Medway girls they served hundreds of hours. In De- 


cember, the G.O.C. was placed on a stand-by status by the U. S. Air 
Force until further notice. 
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Miss Adeline Mucciarone was appointed C.D. Nurse Officer for 
Franklin and instructed for C.D. First-Aid orientation for 6 weeks 
at-St. Vincent’s Hospital, Worcester, Mass. Classes will begin in the 
near future. 

Marino Turinese was appointed Transportation Officer and will 
be instructed shortly. Volunteers for personnel and equipment are 
open for forming. 

Mr. Thurlo Russell volunteered to be Radiac Officer, was ap- 
pointed and instructed at Holy Cross for a 6 weeks’ course. He will 
be ready to give a radiac monitoring course for C.D. in January. A 
Radiac Training Kit has been received for this purpose. 

A 3KW. generator was obtained from government surplus ware- 
house and repaired for emergency, if necessary. 

To have Franklin ready for any disaster possibilities, hundreds 
of volunteers, men and women, are needed to form units for effective 
operations of: administration, fire, medical service, first aid, high- 
way, engineering, rescue, police, transportation, water dept., welfare 
dept., and warden service. 

For better coordination with the Fire and Police departments on 
local frequencies, portable communication equipment must be had, 
and efforts are being made in this direction. 

In conclusion I would like to say that all services performed 
were without salary.

ANNUAL REPORT BOARD OF HEALTH 1957 


There has been a large amount of sickness in town this year; 
including grippy colds and flu which at one time had one third of 
of the children out of school and reportable diseases increased from 
94 to 150 this year. There were seven premature births, fortunately 
the parents in most cases paid their expenses and much of the sick- 
ness was not serious and Hospitalization expenses were very low but 
four cases are pending settlement. 

Skin Testing in the schools instead of x-raying was carried out 
in the second grade of the schools and out of 235 enrolled 208 were 
tested and but four reactors were found and these x-rayed. 

For the past two years there has not been a case of Poliomyelitis 
but in 1955 there were eight and this indicates all children should 
be protected. The physicians have been very generous of their time 
at school clinics. 

There were 302 receiving Diphtheria-Tetanus shots and fully 100 
more are expected in January. 
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Town employees have been well protected against influenza but 
« booster shot may be required and another invasion is expected this 
winter and it is recommended that everyone see their physician. 

Ten monthly Tuberculosis Clinics were held attended by 400 
and of which 181 are Franklin residents. 

Fifty-four Perculation Tests were taken and this work is consid- 
ered important as much of the soil in this vicinity is not porous and 
suitable for sewage disposal. 

Building and Plumbing Regulations are strongly recommended. 

The value of chlorination at the Swimming Pool last summer 
proved its value as but one test was unfavorable before it was closed. 

The Appeal taken by J. P. Hass and Sons and Max Garelick 
against the Board of Health’s action on the Piggery was dismissed by 
the Norfolk County Superior Court.

In addition to the above staff Miss Alice Beane and Mr. Frank 
Lola were hired on an hourly basis for the purpose of tennis and 
archery. 

The above staff all met the high qualifications established by the 
Recreation Committee i. e. 

1. College Graduates or presently in college with major in 
Physical Educations or Recreation. 

2. Experience in Recreation (School or Playground) 

Mr. Kenneth Rose and Miss Deborah Doe were assigned to Fletch- 
er Field and Mr. John Yosgandes and Miss Eleanor Principessa were 
assigned to Dean Field. Mr. John Griffin directed the program and 
alternated between both fields. 


Activities Presented 


The following activities were offered during the 1957 programs: 
Baseball, softball, volley ball, badminton, tennis, touch football, arts 
and crafts, story telling, games, horse shoes, croquet and archery in- 
struction. The use of the wading pool at Fletcher Field was sharply 
curtailed due to the water restriction during the summer months. 

Competition between the two playgrounds in many of the above 
activities were held twice weekly which stimulated the interest in 
the program by the children. 

Outside competition was also held in baseball and archery with 
the private summer camp at Holliston. 

Increased emphasis was placed on the arts and crafts program 
at both playgrounds with tremendous success.

The success of the 1957 Recreation Program can be attributed to 
3 main factors.

2. (a) The excellent supervision offered at both playgrounds. 
For the second successive year NO serious injuries were incurred dur- 
ing the program. 


3. (a) The expansion of the Recreation Staff enabled more per- 
sonal supervision and instruction to each child. 
(b) The added members of the Staff contributed a wealth of 
new ideas which added variety and interest to the program. 
Recommended Actions: 


1. That the program for 1958 consist of both Fletcher Field and 
Grant Field. 


2. Those members of the 1957 staff be retained for the 1958 pro- 
gram. 


3. Provisions be made financially for the retaining of Miss Alice 
Beane and Mr. Frank Lola for special instruction in tennis and

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With the consolidation of all departments under one jurisdiction 
now an accomplished fact, tne Board has, this year, for the first time 
been able to operate with a degree of efficiency more in keeping 
with the sound business principles that any Town working under a 
Department of Public Works has the right to expect. 


All personnel classifications have been straightened out and post- 
ed for the convenience of the men. It is now possible for us to shift 
an employee from one activity to another depending on the time of 
year and the immediate importance of the work involved. 


The final completion of our Sewage Disposal Plant and the in- 
stallation of a Clarifier, by the Halloran Construction Co. of Provi- 
dence, R. I., has now been accomplished and we have every reason 
to believe that our disposal facilities are now adequate for any nor- 
mal expansion for a number of years to come. 


Chapter 90 Reconstruction lagged somewhat this year due to lack 
of a completed layout by the State of that portion of Grove Street 
starting from West Central Street South. This plan is now complete 
and work was started by cur Department in mid-December. It is 
hoped that this project can continue from year to year until the tie-in 
is made with that portion of the road already constructed. 


Probably the most important highway re-construction project of 
the year was Dean Street. This entailed widening and straightening 
of the road, installation of drains and the laying of approximately 1600 
feet of 6” water mains at a cost of only $6000. (six thousand) to the 
Town. An additional $12,000. (twelve thousand) was furnished by 
the State under the new Chapter 718 statute. A bad fire hazard has 
now been alleviated, a road beautified and made safe for travel and 
even more important the Board feels that this project proved to all 
concerned the amount of work we can now expect to accomplish op- 
erating as a unit under a Department of Public Works.

All this equipment is now in use and adds greatly to the effi- 
ciency of the Department in the face of an ever growing demand for 
additional services to keep pace with a steadily expanding town. The 
purchase of the Michigan loader was especially important and should 
save hundreds of dollars in snow removal alone. 

This year will long be remembered as far as the Water system 
is concerned. Hit by a prolonged dry spell, probably the worst ever 
experienced by the town, it became apparent to the Board as early 
as June ist. that we could no longer hope to supply the increased 
demand for water. Contrary to many beliefs, our gravel packed 
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wells were not appreciably affected by the dry spell but with the in- 
crease in the number of new houses coupled with an unprecedented 
demand for water to relieve parched lawns, gardens etc., we were 
unable to keep pace and restrictions became necessary. Fortunately 
the new gravel packed well off Grove Street which has been under 
construction during the summer and is now being readied for use in 
1958 should alleviate the condition for several years to come. In this 
regard the Board wishes to stem any feeling of complacency and in- 
sert a note of caution to the voters as far as the future of our water 
supply is concerned. We have become, and even now are, a fast 
growing community. Water is a dire necessity, something which we 
cannot do without. Our new well is expected to give us an additional 
400,000 gallons a day during a peak pumping period. This is about 
half the entire amount of water which we were able to pump during 
our lowest water table conditions. It is only a matter of time before 
a new supply will be necessary. 


The Board would like to take this opportunity to thank the peo- 
ple of Franklin for their cooperation during the crucial water short- 
age of the past year. Faced with a daily demand in excess of a 
million gallons, and only able to pump about 700,000 gallons, we were 
still able to hold a reasonable amount of pressure for essential use. 
Only through the personal sacrifice of many people was this made 
possible. 


We have two very important recommendations for the ensuing 
year: 


1. That money be voted or transferred for the installation of an 
8” tie-in from the existing main on Miller Street to the existing main 
at the intersection of Brook Street Extension. 


This will enable us to furnish nine miles of water mains at the 


north end of the Town with enough volume and pressure for present 
and future needs. 


2. That our Tarvia allotment be raised. 


This will allow us to surface treat our graveled roads and save 
hundreds of dollars in maintenance costs.

FRANKLIN AUXILIARY POLICE 
To the Honarable Board of Selectmen: 


The Franklin CD Auxiliary Police continued very active through 
1957, maintaining its roster of 62 men in six divisions and holding 
sessions twice a month for instruction and drill. Most significant 
was the fact that the Auxilary gave 4,796 man-hours assisting the 
regular police in 1957 (through Christmas Eve) which included spe- 
cial details, searches, traffic duty and business district cover. 


; For many weeks two or more men were on duty evenings, until 
midnight, and sometimes to 6 A. M. when the occasion arose, as part 
of the training program. Some of the men “graduated” to the reg- 


ular force and to the Registry of Motor Vehicles, and these places 
were filled with new men. 
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For the Memorial Day and Firemen’s Field Day program, Aux- 
iliaries took over all traffic duty, with an excellent record of no 
accidents. Another large detail worked the Labor Day holiday, again 
with no accidents. 

The unit was commended by the principal officer of the Mass. 
Correctional Institute at Walpole for the last and large turnout on 
the occasion of a prison break. A blood donor program was set up 
and called into use several times for townspeople. Several times 
auxiliaries were used in police stake-outs of buildings and premises 
during police investigations of breaks and arson cases. 

The pistol training program was continued at the Franklin Rod 
and Gun Club with men qualifying for pistol permits through the 
new state regulations. Several theft and other police investigations 
were completed with assistance from auxiliaries. A delegation went 
to another Massachusetts town during the year to assist in the re- 
organization of a unit there. Police Chief Pellegri has been com- 
mended several times for having one of the best auxiliary units in 
the state. 

Regular police instruction classes were held and will continue 
through 1958. 

The unit is fairly well equipped, using the new heavy winter 
coats for the first time this year. Men purchased their own police 
shirts, caps and trousers during the year, but not all are so equipped. 
A fund is now being raised for new trousers and caps, similar to those 
of regular officers. About two dozen helmets are still needed, some 
clubs and foul weather gear, but the majority are already well 
equipped. 

The unit, as well as the police, needs better communications and 
these should be secured in 1958. Details assigned to searchers, prison 
breaks and CD drills are continually out of contact and the walkie- 
talkie system used in towns such as Bellingham, Foxboro, Wrentham 
and Norfolk is sorely needed. These towns provided communications 
several years ago and only in this branch are the units more ad- 
vanced. Such equipment could be used in conjunction with the police 
and fire departments for improved service to the town.

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


In accordance with the provisions of the State Housing Board 
section 26 U of the Housing Authority Law (Chapter 121 of the Gen- 
eral Laws) the Franklin Housing Authority submits its annual report 
for the year ending December 31, 1957. 
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The Authority met twenty times during the year. The member- 
ship consist of the following: Jack Nasuti, Chairman; Bruno Di- 
Cecco, Vice Chairman; Maurice Simon, Treasurer; Martin Donahue, 
Assistant Treasurer; Clement Brunelli. Ernest P. Wood is the Ex- 
ecutive Director. 

During the year interior painting was done to several apart- 
ments. The incinerator located at the back of the project was un- 
sightly and dangerous, this was removed and we have a _ weekly 
pick-up of rubbish now which is proving very satisfactory. We also 
purchased and installed 56 Combination Steel Doors which are a big 
improvement over the wooden doors. 

No extensive outlays are expected for the coming year as the 
project is in good condition. 

In lieu of taxes the town was given $1,008.00 and the water bills 
were $556.87. 

The average rent for 1957 was $41.49, slightly higher than 1956. 

Several tenants moved from the project for various reasons and 
the apartments were immediately rented. 

The Authority has an article in the Town Warrant for the con- 
struction of apartments for the elderly, recommended by the State 
Housing Board.

To The Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


Our 1957 appropriation of $147,000.00 was broken down for the 
year as follows: 


Welfare $13,084.21 
Old Age Assistance $97,555.58 
Aid to Dependent Children $23,590.80 
Disability Assistance $12,769.46 
Cancellations $ 242.85 


Effective September 1, 1957 there were two increases in budgets 
on Old Age Assistance: Aid to Dependent Children and Disability 
Aszistance. First, there was an increase in the fuel allowance on each 
budget in these three categories from $14.65 to $23.00. Secondly, 
there was a 5.7% increase as a cost of living adjustment. This was 
decreed by the State Department of Public Welfare, which leaves us 
with one alternative; to ask for a $15,000.00 increase in our assistance 
budget for the coming year. 


To fill the position caused by the resignation of Mrs. Gertrude 
Soule, Miss Nancy Vozzella was taken from the Civil Service list to 
fill the vacancy of Jr. Clerk & Typist. This was effective July 26, 
1957; 


The Welfare Department expresses its appreciation to other town 
departments; clergy; court officials and other community agencies 
for their continued co-operation. 


A detailed report of income and expenditures for the Welfare De- 
partment will be found in the Auditor’s report.

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ANNUAL REPORT — BOARD OF SELECTMEN 


The Board of Selectmen composed of Robert C. Howe, Robert 
Bell and William O’Neil held an organizational meeting on February 
13, 1957, and for the fourth year Mr. Howe was unanimously elected 
Chairman. Also, at the first meeting, Mr. Bell was made the clerk 
and Mrs. Ruth Chism was appointed secretary to the Board. 


The Board of Selectmen as the Licensing Board has collected 
$10,496.75 in fees during the year for various licenses and permits. 


Parking meter income up to and including Dec. 31, 1957,totals 
$12,618.00 of which $6,560.00 has been paid to the meter company 
leaving an unpaid balance for meters of $2,417.50. We have a balance 
in the meter account of $6,058.00 At the present rate of income, the 
meters should be paid up in full in six more months. We feel at this 
time that some of the balance in the meter account should be trans-- 
ferred to assist in lowering the Police Department and Public Works 
appropriations as according to law this income can be used for ex- 
penses incurred in the operation of meters and maintenance in the 
metered area. 


We had the Town Hall Building painted in October and several 
minor repairs were made to the outside of the building. We feel now 
that it is a decided improvement to the community; and, this year we 
recommend painting at least two or three of the offices inside. This 
additional cost has been taken into consideration when we prepared 
our Town Hall Budget. 


To effect a saving for the Town, the Board initiated the purchase 
of gasoline wholesale by supplying the Police and Fire Departments 
from a central gasoline pump located at the Fire Station. 


On the taking of East Central Street, Grove Street and Dean 
Avenue Extension by the County Commissioners, land damages in the 
following amounts have been awarded: 

_ Kast Central Street — $1,503.73; Grove Street — $157.01; Dean Avenue 
Extension — $259.57. 


We wish to thank the various department heads and various 
town officials for their fine cooperation and assistance during the past 
year.

REPORT OF THE PUBLIC WORKS DEPARTMENT 
To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 
Gentlemen: 


I herewith submit the Public Works Department report for the 
year ending December 31, 1957. 

Highway Department 

The following streets received bituminous treatments: Pleasant, 
Wachusetts, Winter, James, Partridge, Pond, Pine Ridge Drive, W. 
Central, Hayward, Pine, McCarthy, Forrest, off Fisher Street. 

Because of the many roads over the past few years that have been 
added to the bituminous program, our cold patching requires a truck 

and two men all year around. 

Under Chapter 90 Maintenance the following work was accom- 
plished: Washington St. from Bellingham town line to South St. was 
resurfaced with a three inch mix in place, Pond St. from Pond Farm 
to Partridge and Lincoln Street from Brick School to the former 
Baker Farm received a stone top surface. 1200 feet 12” pipe and four 
manholes were installed on Beaver Street from Marvin Ave. to W. 
Central Street. The brush was cut on Washington St. 

Under Chapter 718 Dean Street was constructed from Hillside 
Road to Pleasant Street including 1000 feet of 18 inch pipe and 10 
surface basins. 

Under Chapter 90 Construction work was started on Grove Street 
at W. Central St. end in December; 


A culvert was replaced on Spring Street. 
The head wall was completed and road graveled on James Street.

Sidewalks were constructed on Arlington and Beaver Streets by 


private Contractors. 
Water Department 

Two water extensions were voted this year and both extensions 
were installed by the Dept. of Public Works equipment and personnel, 
1600 feet was installed on Dean St. and 525 feet on Hill Ave. 

2700 feet was installed by a Contractor on Grove St. from the 
existing main at Rondeau’s Farm to the intersection of Washington 
Street. Funds for this main were part of the Gravel Packed Well 
Appropriation. 

A Gravel Packed Well was dug off Grove St. to the depth of 45 
feet, 350 gallons per minute can be obtained from this well. This 
should help to alleviate the shortage of water as in the past summer. 
Bids for the pump house and equipment will be let in the near future. 

There was a total of approximately 245,000,000 gallons of water 
pumped this year. 

A total of 70 new water services were installed this year. 8 water 
services were renewed. 

Considerable expense was incurred by the Dept. in the rebuilding 
of E. Central St. which was not included in the Budget. 

Sewer Department 

Additions to the Treatment Plant were completed by the Halloran 
Const. Co. in April and put in operation. With the added treatment to 
the plant no difficulties have been experienced, especially to the trick- 
ling filters which were ponding often in the past. 

A sludge bed should be rebuilt this year as only one bed is in 
good condition and it is difficult to dry sludge on the other three beds. 

A total of 16 new sewer services were installed by the Dept. this 
year. 

Milliken Ave. pumping station was broken into and the pump 
completely destroyed in December and it will cost approximately 


$1000. (one thousand) dollars for parts and labor before this station 
can be back in operation.

All of the requests listed above were granted. Permit granted to 
Albina Consoli was subject to restrictions. Permits concerning the 
grading and removal of surplus material carried the following restric- 
tions. 


1. Land from which materials were removed must be graded 
to street level, covered with three (3) inches of loam and 
then seeded with pasture-mixture (Fifteen lbs to an acre). 


2. No loam to be removed to a location outside of Franklin. 


In order to cover the cost of mailing and newspaper notices, the 
Board adopted the procedure of charging applicants a fee of Ten 
($10.00) Dollars. If the fee was more than sufficient, the balance was 
refunded. 


In July the Board met with the Norfolk County Soil Conservation 
Committee, for the purpose of considering better practices in the 
removal of loam from lands. Attending this meeting was the Assistant 
Commissioner of Agriculture for the State of Massachusetts. The Board 
of Selectmen and the Board of Public Works were also in attendance.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE 
To the citizens of Franklin: 


The annual report of your school committee is written at a critical 
time in the history of Franklin. It appears that we, as a town, are 
faced with considerable growth in the near future. Couple this fact 
with the fact that our schools are already crowded, and we find that 
Franklin is faced with a major school housing problem. This is the 
most crucial matter confronting the school committee and the citizens 
of our town as the year 1957 draws to a close. 


In submitting this annual report, we must choose to include those 
items which seem to us most significant. During the year just past 
a great number of things pertaining to Franklin education has been 
discussed and evaluated. Space and time do not permit a full detailing 
of all our discussions and deliberations. We must present for your 
consideration those school matters which we see as most interesting 
to the town. 


There have been twenty-five meetings of the school committee 
this year: Twelve of these meetings were regularly scheduled on the 
second Monday of each month. There were thirteen special meetings. 
During 1957 we adopted the policy of having one special meeting a 
month on the fourth Tuesday. In addition to these meeting, members 
of the school committee have attended more than a dozen meetings of 
the school building survey committee of which the school committee 
is a part. 


School Building Repairs 


In reporting on school repairs, your committee reminds the public 
that our buildings, with the exception of the Parmenter School, are 
far from new. This means that many emergency repairs must be made. 
For example, two rather serious water line breaks occurred at the 
high school this past year. Both of these were in partitions with the 
result that walls had to be pulled apart and repaired, adding consid- 
erably to the cost. It is reasonable to suppose that this sort of repairs 
will have to be made more frequently as our buildings grow in age.

Again this year a new salary schedule has been adopted. This 
schedule raises minimum or beginning salaries from $3,200.00 for no 
degree teachers to $3,600.00, those of Bachelor’s degree holders from 
$3,300.00 to $3,800.00, and those of Master’s degree holders from 
$3,500.00 to $4,000.00. The maximums have been raised to $5,200.00, 
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$5,400.00, and $5,600.00 from $4,600.00, $4,700.00 and $4,900.00 for non- 
degree, Bachelor’s degree, and Master’s degree holders respectively. 
In making this change, your committee had to choose between holding 
the tax line and providing a wage scale which would both hold our 
teachers and make us competitive in hiring teachers in this era of 
teacher shortage. The scale adopted is to become effective over a period 
of two years. In this way the tax burden for one year can be lightened 
somewhat. 


In closing this report we must state again that one of the gravest 
problems facing our town at present is the classroom shortage and 
its resulting ill effects on our education. We are forced to put larger 
numbers of students into classrooms than is best for effective teaching 
in many cases. Add to this the fact that our buildings are for the most 
part designed for an age in education long past and we have a serious 
situation. Unfortunately, the gravity of this situation has been com- 
pounded by the failure of the town to adopt a plan for a new high 
school as proposed last June. We are entering into a period of acute 
crowding in our schools. Frorm all indication, Franklin will have con- 
siderable home building in the next few years. New homes mean more 
children for our schools. No doubt, a plan for building badly needed 
classrooms will be proposed in the near future. All citizens are urged 
to inform themselves on our needs and to vote additional space when 
the opportunity arises. 


Education in America is facing a crisis. During the next decade 
or two our design in education, especially at the high school level, 
will change radically. Some of the factors making for this change are 
as follows: 


1. The great need for more science education 
The vast influx of new students 

The classroom shortage 

The teacher shortage 

Educational television 

The shortage of facilities in higher education

To face and solve these problems for Franklin, your school com- 
mittee needs an interested and informed public. You are urged to 
know your schools and to support them according io the dictates of 
your conscience. It is as true as it is trite that the future of our country 
rests upon the shoulders of our young people. Some one has said that 
civilization has become a desperate race between education and chaos. 
Let us all resolve that in this race Franklin will do its full share 
toward the winning.

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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the Franklin School Committee: 


It is a pleasure to submit to you and to the citizens of Franklin 
my fourth annual report as Superintendent of Schools. This is the 
sixty-seventh in the series of annual reports. 


In an article in SCHOOL LIFE Lawrence G. Derthick, United 
States Commissioner of Education, commented on the classrcom short- 
age. His article entitled “The Stolen Years” states in part as follows: 
“Of the 31.5 million children in our public schools last year, there 
were 2.3 million for whom we actually had no room.” Mr. Derthick 
goes on in his article to state that public schools made room for the 
Ae IMANIOM er nea We had to. We crowded more desks into limited 
classrooms, we resorted to buildings not intended for school use, we 
went on half-day schedules. And in the end, we managed. 


“In the end, however, we were not proud of what we had done. 
True, we had provided schools for those 2.3 million, but only a make- 
shift kind: crowded and inadequate quarters for 1.5 million of them; 
less than a full day for the other 840,000. 


“We had done even worse. Every time we had opened the door 
to a classroom and ushered in another child, we had taken a little 
more space from a child already there. And so, in the end, we had 
crowded not only the 1.5 million, but every one of their classmates.” 


The above lengthy quote is written because it focuses so well the 
housing problem in Franklin. The results of overcrowding are to be 
reckoned with for the future. When we try to make do with inadequate 
facilities, we are robbing our children of educational opportunities to 
which they are entitled and for which they have but one chance in 
life. We rob them of learning. Teachers cannot teach as well in over- 
crowded classrooms. We rob them of serenity. Children in cur class- 
rooms, crowded as they are, have for the most part to follow a very 
tight schedule. They feel hurried; they are not relaxed. They rarely 
feel that they and they alone have full possession of teacher time, the 
classroom, or even lunch time. We rob them of guidance. Teachers just 
do not have time to instruct individually under present conditions. 
So, the paramount decision confronting us as your fiscal year draws 
to a close is ““‘What can we do to provide more space for our school 
children?” This question must be answered only by you, the public. 
The schools are yours and, in the last analysis, the responsibility for 
the schools rests squarely upon you. Only the vote of the town can 
provide for your children. There will be plans presented to you at 
an appropriate time and place. These plans for additional classrooms 
are now being developed by a group of your fellow citizens. When the 
opportunity comes, I urge you to support your schools by voting new 
construction. 
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Staff Changes 


Our staff this year shows a low turnover rate. That is, fewer 
teachers left our system than is usual. Our percentage of turnover was 
eleven. In a report from the New England School Development Coun- 
cil it was found that the average turnover percentage for 106 towns 
and cities in New England was fifteen. Staff changes are listed below. 
It is likely that three additional teachers will be needed in the fall 
of 1958 because of additional pupils.

The Budget 


Again this year, the school budget was higher than the year 
previous. Our total was $434,780.00 as compared with $402,820.00 for 
1956. Several factors have combined to raise budgets generally and 
school budgets in particular. Salaries which make up seventy-five 
percent of the budget continue to rise rather rapidly. Goods and 
services necessary to continue our schools have shown no levelling off 
as to price. Each year we get more and more pupils in our school. 
We have had to increase the faculty by two teachers this past year. 
All these things have made it possible to hold the line on the budget. 


It is interesting to note that in 1957 the average percent of the 
tax rate spent for schools in 112 towns over 5,000 population in Massa- 
chusetts was 46.1%. In Franklin this percentage was 42%. There seems 
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little likelihood that our school budget will stay the same or decrease 
in the foreseeable future. The factors noted above, increased salaries, 
more pupils, higher costs of goods and services, will continue. Our 1958 
budget will be close to the one-half million dollar mark in spite of 
rigid economy. 


Reports 


The following condensation of reports from principals and depart- 
ment heads will give a picture of the operation of our schools during 
1957. 


High School 


“There were three changes in our staff during 1957 leaving our 
teaching force of twenty-two nearly intact. This is quite gratifying 
in this period of more drastic changes in most school faculties. The 
teachers here are working harmoniously and well. In spite of handi- 
caps of limited space our school has been doing a fine job. 


Nearly one-half of our graduating class of June, 1957 has gone 
on to further study. This is nearly ten percent higher than the average 
of secondary schools in Massachusetts. It appears that the same pro- 
portion of the class of 1958 will continue in education. In spite of in- 
creasing the difficulty of placing students in higher education, Frank- 
lin High School continues to do well in this respect. It is satisfying to 
us all to know that teachers are encouraging pupils to go on to school. 

A number of less satisfying features has also appeared during 1957. 
Our expanding student body has necessitated using our cafeteria as 
a study hall, not an adequate substitute for classroom study. Next year 
the increased need for the cafeteria as a study room will make it im- 
possible for us to have Horace Mann school pupils at this school for 
lunch. 


School marks, college entrance examination marks, and achieve- 
ment on standardized tests have not been as high as we would like 
them to be. Our work in these areas is not to be thought of as terribly 
low. However, we see need for considerable improvement. It is quite 
likely that our crowded conditions have contributed in no small mea- 
sure to whatever lag we see in achievement. 


Many constructive steps have been taken toward improving the 
performance of our pupils. A general tightening of course requirements 
is apparent, especially in our college preparatory divisions. We are 
planning a desperately needed library for students. Curriculum study 
continues at a high pace. A large science appropriation is sought to 
build teaching equipment in this field to a point of adequacy. Our 
marking system has been revised. Letter marks rather than numerical 


ratings are now used. 
A disappointment in 1957 was our failure to find an adequate 


candidate for the guidance directorship. More than twenty people were 
interviewed, but none seemed exactly right for the position. This year

lack of office space precludes the establishment of this vitally im- 
portant office. Until the space and the right person is found, guidance 
will be carried on by the principal and faculty.” 


Junior High School 


The enrollment at Theron Metcalf School this year is two hundred 
ninety-six. Of this number thirty-six are pupils in grade five. This 
school has nine classrooms and a small gymnasium. Each of the regular 
sized classroooms in this school should accommodate a maximum of 
thirty pupils. Its total capacity then is two hundred seventy pupils. 
We have squeezed in twenty-six pupils over capacity, thereby crowd- 
ing all pupils in the building. In September 1958 it will be necessary 
to put a sixth grade class in the auditorium of this school since we 
have no available space in any other building. This means that the 
school designed for a maximum of two hundred seventy pupils (two 
hundred fifty would be a much more sensible figure) will have to hold 
three hundred thirty at least. If there are additions to the numbers 
of pupils now eligible for grades five, six, seven, or eight this number 
will be larger. 


Franklin cannot afford to go on squeezing more and more pupils 
into the junior high school. With large numbers of pupils in a small 
space, discipline problems multiply, individual attention for pupils is 
nonexistent, teachers are overworked, and the whole teaching-learning 
Situation deteriorates. 


A new junior high school is desperately needed. This school 
should include classrooms for at least three hundred fifty pupils. 
There should be science facilities, a library, a gymnasium, an audi- 
torium, a health suite, guidance offices, a cafeteria, administrative 
offices, shower and locker facilities, adequate play area, teachers’ 
workroom, shop and home economics facilities, audi-visual aids rooms 
with storage, janitor’s room, and closets at convenient places. In other 
words, we should provide a modern educational plant of which the 
town could be proud. 


Children at the junior high school age level must not be confined 
to a narrow course of study. It is at this level that pupils begin to 
branch out physically, socially, educationally, and spiritually. If schools 
do not provide adequate outlets for youngsters, they seek outlets in 
less desirable ways. It is in the junior high school that children need 
to be channelled to those areas of endeavor best suited to their needs. 
But how can we do this in Franklin if we have no space, inadequate 
numbers of teachers, not trained guidance people, etc? Are we really 
doing an adequate job of education at this level? 


Elementary Schools 


During 1957 the enrollment at the elementary level, grades one 
through six, reached nine hundred. This in spite of the fact that the 
parochial school took one hundred forty-five Franklin pupils in three 
grades. It has become necessary to redistribute pupils in the lower 
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grades so that the Ray School and the Four Corners School have some 
bus pupils. The Brick School also has a number of pupils who ride on 
the busses. It would be better if these three schools could remain 
neighborhood schools to which all pupils walk. 


It seems quite likely that the elementary school population will 
increase rapidly in the next few years. In September 1958 it will be 
necessary to open the all-purpose room at Parmenter once again for 
a classrooom. We have caught up to and passed the space relieved by 
the opening of Saint Mary’s. The prediction of opening the all-purpose 
room is based upon pupils born in Franklin six years ago, plus those 
already in school. No adequate check is possible on youngsters moving 
into Franklin until our pre-school registrations in April 1958. It would 
not be at all surprising to find our expected enrollment increased 
considerably at that time. 


All the foregoing can lead to but one conclusion. Franklin must 
provide more classrooms. It is well to repeat here the provisions of 
the School Building Survey Committee’s proposal to the town in the 
spring of 1957. That proposal would have (1) provided a new high 
school for the town; (2) provided an adequate junior high school (the 
present high school building with some interior alterations); (3) pro- 
vided added space for elementary classrooms (move Horace Mann pu- 
pils to the junior high school building and use Horace Mann school for 
added children in the lower grades). Plans were made to alter the 
existing junior high school to provide needed cafeteria space for the 
pupils of grades five and six who would attend there. It will be im- 
possible to provide lunch for the Horace Mann pupils at the high 
school next year. 


By defeating the proposal made to the town last spring we have 
lost valuable time to provide adequately for our pupils. Let us sin- 
cerely hope that the efforts of our present school buildnig survey 
group will meet with more success and needed space will be provided.

Music 


During 1957 our music director, Mr. LoPresti, resigned to accept 
a position elsewhere. It had been felt for some time that more than 
one person working in the field of music is necessary for sixteen hun- 
dred youngsters. Consequently the school committee has employed 
Mr. Frederick Sullivan, formerly of Wrentham, as music supervisor 
with Mrs. Diana Dahlquist as his assistant. Mr. Sullivan’s report in 


part is as follows: 


“The Vocal Program — Grades I through V. Each classroom in 
Franklin is visited by the assistant supervisor of music on a revolving 
schedule once every two weeks. The supervisor teaches rote songs, 
fundamentals of music reading, and general music appreciation. Note 
reading as such is not unduly emphasized, but rather is gradually 
being replaced by the developmental approach which is recommended 
by most leaders in the field of music education. The developmental 
approach is based upon the fundamental concept “we learn by doing.” 
Our over-all program is aimed at providing the student with an en- 
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joyable experience in the field of music expression, and we mean to 
accomplish this by teaching our students meaningful songs numbering 
at least forty during each school year. The value of the movable or 
fixed DO (pronounced “dough” or “dew’) system of music reading 
has been seriously doubted by leading educators in the field; in fact, 
many times the tool ceases to be the tool and begins to become the 
product. Reading by means of syllables in indispensable to the pro- 
fessional musician but it is an established fact that less than 2% of 
the students we teach will become, or even aspire to become, profes- 
sional musicians. Our emphasis is on music as an art form and as a 
means of emotional expression. Music only lives through performance 
and the mere existence of a skelton such as is offered by a vague (at 
best) knowledge of note reading certainly has not lent itself to the 
furthering of student interest. 


“Junior High School — Grades VII and VIII. At the present time 
all the junior high vocal music is taught by the supervisor of music. 
Each class meets one period each week. The crowded conditions of 
our junior high school are responsible for the limited and quite inade- 
quate program that we presently offer. No time is available for chorus 
either at the Grade VII or Grade VIII level. The junior high school 
band rehearses during lunch hour twice each week. This situation is 
complicated by the lack of lunch facilities for the students. 


Minimum time allotments as follows would greatly improve the 
effectiveness of our program at the junior high level. General music 
one period each week required for all sections. General chorus two 
periods each week elective for Grade VII. General chorus two periods 
each week elective for Grade VIII. Combined concert choir two per- 
iods each week elective AND selective. 


Under the present set-up there is little 6dr no tie-over concerning 
new teaching. Newly-taught material should be reinforced within a 
few days. Many times newly-taught material is all but forgotten by 
the time the next weekly lesson rolls around. 


Miss McCabe, the principal, has cooperated in excellent fashion 
and I am most grateful for her interest and help. 


“High School — Grades IX through XII. The chorus at the high 
school level consists of approximately fifty girls and twenty-five boys. 
Here again we are hampered by insufficient time allotment because 
of the crowded conditions in the physical school plant. The present 
chorus, on a twice each week rehearsal schedule, is making excellent 
progress and we hope to present a concert to the public sometime 
during the spring. 


We have, however, merely scratched the surface of the potential 
for music in our high school. I recommend the following program. 
General music one period each week required at the Grades IX and 
X levels. Usually students at this level are taking some form of his- 
tory or social studies. By scheduling history or social studies four 
times each week and music the fifth time, the problem of scheduling 
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can be avoided. This also ties music in with the particular period of 
history or government that the students are studying. Provision should 
also be made for an elective and selective freshman chorus, a general 
chorus for the upper three grades, a concert choir limited to approxi- 
mately fifty voices that should be elective and selective. Although we 
have but seventy-five people in the present chorus, we had some two 
hundred and fifty people who were interested in jOining but the time 
was not available. 


“The Instrumental Program. With a view toward the future we 
have established pre-band instruments at the Grades III and IV levels, 
and rhythm bands at the Grades I and II levels. Through the use of 
elementary rhythm and music instruments we train the students in 
the fundamentals of music notation. This in a sense provides us with 
a minor league from which we draw the students for regular instru- 
ments of the orchestra and band. At the present time we have some 
fifty students studying one or more of the band instruments. Our band 
consists of twenty-five students from Grade VI through Grade XII. 
As soon as more uniforms become available we will enlarge the band. 


In addition to the members of the band we have organized a 
prize drill team. This drill team, the band, and the drum majorettes 
give us a total marching membership of fifty students. Certainly with-. 
in a few years our marching organization should number close to the 
100-member mark. 


The major problem which has affected us to date is the unusually 
high drop-out rate when the instrumental students reach the high 
school. We feel that a first rate organization will encourage students 
to continue with their instruments throughout their high school days. 


Again the problem of scheduling enters on the negative side. A 
town of Franklin’s size and talent should have an excellent concert 
band as well as a marching band. As was mentioned in this report, 
the band rehearses during lunch time at the junior high school. Being 
a member of the band certainly becomes less desirable when you must 
give up your lunch hour in order to practice. It would seem that the 
members of the band are being penalized for their interest. The physi- 
cal limitations of the high school and the junior high school do not 
permit a suitable rehearsal room where the band can practice, so it 
becomes necessary to schedule rehearsals only when other classes are 
not being held. Generally speaking, we have a good start toward a 
first-class instrumental program and the future looks bright. 


“General Comments. For a town of its size, Franklin does not at 
present offer a well-balanced program. Certainly it will take a little 
time to accomplish but we would be remiss if we did not bend every 
effort toward the eventual establishment of such a program. 


In the elementary schools much more emphasis should be placed 
on the singing of songs rather than the mechanical learning of sylla- 


bles. 
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In the junior high school an effort should be made to establish 
some form of chorus tor both the Grade VII or Grade VIII levels. 


A more varied program of music offerings should be incorporated 
in the curriculum of the high school. A bare minimum would be at 
least cne course in music appreciation, an underclassman chorus, and 
an upperclassman mixed chorus. Students in our school system seem 
to be extremely talented and we should do our best to encourage and 
train them.” 


Art 


Miss Phyllis Mann, our art supervisor, resigned in June, 1957 to 
accept a position as art teacher in Rockland High School. Her place 
has been taken by Mrs. Marian Graham. 


“Art to the average pupil is a sense of observation, to be able to 
differentiate between good and bad in line, in color, and in proportion. 
Very few pupils will make art their life’s work but all of them will 
use it every day in their homes and work. My object is to give them 
a foundation in color and design so that they may select the good. 


In the elementary grades we used the primary shapes and with 
them as a basis drew other objects. The fifth and sixth grades collected 
leaves, and with those as a basis we learned to make balanced designs. 
The junior high school pupils studied trees of different types and used 
different mediums. 


For Halloween we made masks in the first six grades, simple ones 
for the lower gardes, and in the fifth and sixth grades we correlated 
them with measuring and planning. The junior high did sketches for 
store windows, and the best ones were painted on the windows of 
the stores in the center of Franklin. 


During the Christmas season we did craft work for the children to 
take home or decorate the classrooms. 


All through the term in all grades we had free-hand drawing. 
In the lower grades we drew mainly action pictures and in the upper 
classes we did perspective in house architecture, studying the relation 
of doors, windows, and general proportions including some landscape 
sketching. 


During the winter season I plan to teach color and design in all 
the grades. In the elementary schools it will be very simple, but cor- 
related with nature and with harmony of color in the home. As the 
grades advance we will go into more detail, with the result that their 
work will have more finish and depth including color background. 
There will also be some lettering and poster work. 


Spring is the time for outdoor interests such as nature study and 
flower drawing. 


It would be a great advantage if we could have double periods in 
the sixth, seventh, and eighth grades. At present the classes have to 
stop work and clean up just at the height of their interest.” 
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Rinehart Handwriting System 


“Once again I am pleased to report on the operation of the hand- 
writing program for the past year. 


Your teachers have continued to give us the splendid cooperation 
which has become traditional in your schools and for the many cour- 
tesies extended to me and my personnel I am most grateful. 


Our records show at the conclusion of June 1957 that 98% of the 
papers scored were excellent or good. It is reasonable to conclude, 
therefore, that 98% of the papers were eminently satisfactory. Only 
2% of the papers were rated fair or unsatisfactory. 


During the past school year we graded and diagnosed approxi- 
mately 27,000 samples of handwriting for your pupils. A formal test 
was administered at four teaching-week intervals and a report was 
furnished each teacher in writing giving a careful diagnosis of the 
handwriting of each pupil in the room. We supplied the following in- 
structional and motivational materials to your pupils and teachers: 
teacher outlines and folders, pupil folders, motivation graphs, indi- 
vidual certificates to pupils who qualified, diagnostic charts, handed- 
ness tests, envelopes, seals, etc. 

Our primary objective is to teach your students to read and write 
both cursive handwriting and hand lettering in order that they may 
have these two tools as efficient aids in school, business, and social 
correspondence. At each grade level we attempt to achieve the stand- 
ard norm in speed and never lose sight of the fact that the concomit- 
ants of neatness, accuracy, and attention to detail in doing work are 
desirable characteristics that need to be developed along with techni- 
eal skill.” 


School Lunch Program 


Under the supervision of the Franklin School Committe and with 
the direction and assistance of the National and State School Lunch 
Departments, cafeterias in two schools and a special milk program in 
five elementary schools are being operated in Franklin. 

During three lunch periods at the high school an average of 380 
children are served daily, eighty of whom are from the Horace Mann 
School, an increase over last year of 342% in spite of the influenza 
epidemic. At the Parmenter School an average of 180 children buy 
lunches during two lunch periods. 

The price of the entire meal with milk is twenty-five cents. 


This year’s schedule of class periods at the high school is very 
unsatisfactory to the smooth operation of the lunch program. The 
combining of split activity periods with lunch periods causes many 
irregularities in balanced meal quotas from day to day due to meetings, 
band practice, glee club, etc. It also results in undependable student 
help as they must, and should, attend their class meetings and assem- 
blies, and in irregular times for lunch periods on days when there are 


assemblies or religion classes. 
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The use of the cafeteria for study groups has resulted in under- 
standable handicaps to teachers, pupils, and lunch room personnel, 
but all have cooperated. However, I know that other rooms should 
be provided for the seventh period group as is being done now for the 
sixth period. Should a health or sanitary inspector come to find chil- 
dren studying at dirty tables, the walk around counters and garbage 
cans unwashed, milk cabinet dirty, the blame would have to fall else- 
where than the cafeteria management as it is positively impossible 
to clean it in the short time allowed. 

We appreciate the refrigerator that was purchased during the 
summer vacation and now we are requesting an upright freezer to be 
used primarily for storing forzen government commodities. We are 
now getting 720 lbs. of frozen hamburg in 60-lb cases, and would like 
a freezer large enough that we might purchase frozen items to vary 
our menus and to store some of the ice cream.” 


Evening Practical Arts Classes 


“The Evening Practical Arts classes this year have comprised nine 
different areas. There were classes in beginning and advanced sewing, 
furniture refinishing, tray painting, woodworking, rug braiding, metal- 
craft, cake decorating, and uphostery. 

All of these classes are approved and conducted under the auspices 
of the Division of Vocational Education with the exception of wood- 
working, which is a locally sponsored and conducted class. All of the 
teachers were approved as instructors by the Division of Vocational 
Education, which means that approximately half the cost of the classes 
will be reimbursed to the town by state funds. 

There were 188 pupils enrolled in classes during the first semester 
of the 1957-58 school year. Of this number 162 were Franklin resi- 
dents and 26 from other towns. The annual exhibition of the classes 
was held last April. A large crowd was in attendance and much 
favorable comment was heard, both from local residents and from 
representatives of the Department of Vocational Education. 

This part of Franklin’s education seems to be functioning efficient- 
ly to the benefit of a large number of Franklin citizens.” 


Adult Civic Education Program 


“There were eighteen students in the course. Four of these pupils 
returned from last year; fourteen are in class for the first time this 
year. At the start of the year I sent a letter to all the churches, the 
local clubs where various nationality groups assemble, and to a num- 
ber of individuals. The number of new students may be a result of 
this work. 

One of last year’s students received her citizenship papers. There 
may be some of this year’s class ready by spring for their examination. 

We are using the text and workbook for Learning the English 
Language. This is an approved text for these courses. 

Since my last report I have completed the course required for 
certification as a teacher of the foreign-born. This was the course 
offered at State Teachers College at Boston by the State Department 
of Education. 
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I believe the course continues to be of value to the students, the 
community, and the nation. It is the aim of the course to teach these 
students of foreign birth the language, government, history, and cus- 
toms of their new country so they may be good citizens.” 


In Conclusion 


The year 1957 has been a good one for Frankin education, gen- 
erally speaking. Our teachers have continued to work at a high level 
of efficiency. Curriculum revision has continued. Teacher enrollment 
in professional improvement courses has been high. 

Our major problem as a town is that of classroom space. Our fine 
youngsters deserve more and better space for their education. One 
does not have to look far to see better school housing. Mansfield, 
Foxboro, Wrentham, Medway, and Holliston are a few towns in this 
area providing better housing for their pupils during recent years. 
It seems not too much to expect that a fine community as Franklin 
will provide adequately for its school population.
